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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
disclose, or render obvious, a filter system for a dishwasher having an actuating means, a coarse 
filter with a collecting part and one or several fine filters, the coarse sieve moving from a first 
position to a second position by the actuating means, such that the first position is when the 
collecting part is within a flow of rinsing liquid and the second position is when the collecting 
part is above the one or several fine filters.
